DOES anybody want to watch Soccer in 
Australia in the month of November? 


That's a question the Australian Soccer 
Federation should be asking right now. 


As we all know, the ASF is going to stage 
an international tournament here in 
November. 

The competing teams, apparently, will 
be Australia, Cameroon, Uruguay and one 
still to be named — probably Poland. 

The tournament might produce some 
good, entertaining, Soccer. All four teams 
are capable of providing it. ~ 

But there must be grave doubts about 
the suitabiliy of the timing. 

November in Australia is a summer mon- 
th. Soccer is not a summer game. 

Australians, or the vast majority of them, 
turn their thoughts to cricket at that time of 
the year. Or maybe surfing, Possibly 
tennis. . 

It would be nice to think spectators will 
turn out in large numbers to watch interna- 
tional Soccer here in November. 

You would have to be a supreme optimist 
to imagine this will happen. 

Soccer in Australia, despite its relatively 
minor status, remains a most arrogant 
code. It imagines it can attract people to 
matches for almost 12 months in the year. 

That is a misguided notion. To be honest, 
Soccer has a difficult enough task luring 
paying customers through the turnstiles 
even during the normal season. Out of 
season, the task is that much tougher. 

If the competing nations included the 
likes of Brazil; Italy and Scotland, quite 
good crowds Ly va op desert summer 
sports to attend Soccer in November. 

Alas, in its choice of international teams, 
the ASF has again blundered. 


Cameroon play nice football but they will 


not pull in fans in large numbers. Neither 


will Uruguay or Poland. 

if the ASF could not lure teams like 
Brazil, every effort should have been made 
to bring national teams who will attract 
members of Australia's migrant com- 
munities. 

For instance, Greece would be a far 
better choice than Uruguay, Cameroon or 
Poland. 

Certainly, there are difficulties. | agree 
with the ASF’s Peter Sheean when he says 
Australia is not the most attractive country 
in Vs world for Soccer-playing nations to 
visit.

CANBERRA’S three top sporting coaches agree on many things 
— but one strongly. A coach must have unfettered reins in team

To a question about the

Quite 
often its the guy who sits 
on the bench gettin; 

linters in his butt, weel 
etter week, who eae 
and watches, his coach in 
action, that makes the 
more successful coach.” 

George Murray agrees. 
“How do you really im- 
part genius anyway? 
“Players like George Best 
and Pele don’t always 
know why they move ina 
certain way, or how they 
executed a turn or score a 
goal. It’s something that 
comes naturallly — more 
so than talking about it.”
